Boonville, Mo., Aug. 24.—W ork was 
begun today on the first oil well to be 
sunk in Central Missouri, in the How­ 
ard county bottoms, ju st across the 
river from Boonville. 
T hirty Boon­ 
ville men are backing the enterprise, 
and are undertaking to open up a new 
oil field. 
N early one hundred per­ 
sons went over from here to w atch the 
work of drilling this afternoon. 
Two cars of oil drilling m achinery, 
four expert drillers, 2,000 feet of cas­ 
ing, engines to do the work and stones 
to sharpen the drill bits were unload­ 
ed on the Ravenel farm a couple of 
miles from the ferry landing on the 
Howard county bank last week. 
Ev­ 
erything that it takes to m ake an oil 
field is in evidence, except the oil, 
and the investors in the $15,000 com­ 
pany that is promoting the enterprise 
will assure you that this elem ent is 
there also. 
By Septem ber I the first 1,000 foot 
hole will be down, and if the oil is 
there the men behind it believe it will 
be reached at this depth. 
For years the Howard county bot­ 
toms, just across the river from Boon­ 
ville, have been talked of as a prospec­ 
tive oil field. 
In 1902 th ere was a gas 
boom there. 
The Standard Oil com ­ 
pany sent m en out here to investigate 
it and their report was said to be un­ 
favorable. 
A 
few 
years 
later the 
Standard Oil com pany undertook to 
lease the farm of H enry Estill for oil 
and gas. but Mr. Estill refused, be­ 
cause they did not want to develop 
the field at once. 
Every few years there has been oil 
or gas talk regarding this field, and in 
the geographical surveys of the state 
geologist it is pointed 
out 
as 
the 
m ost 
prom ising 
field in the state. 
Four expert geologists have been here 
ai different tim es during the last two 
m onths and have all 
selected 
the 
sam e location as the best place to put 
down a hole. 
They have all prophe­ 
sied that oil in some quantities, they 
are not sure w hether it will be in 
paying quantities, will be struck at 
from 80o to 1 ,000 feet. 
The com pany let the contract for 
the drilling at $1.50 a foot down to 
I,OOO feet and will furnish the fuel and 
tran sp o rtatio n 
and 
casing 
besides. 
This will put the 1,000-foot hole down 
for som ething over $3,000. 
The drill 
ing will go on night and day. 
They 
hope to m ake fifty feet a day. 
Already autom obile parties from 
Boonville, 
Columbia 
and 
Marshall 
have been over to look at the field 
and to w atch the drilling apparatus 
get in operation. 
It is reported that 
there will be m any cars from over 
Central M issouri come here to see the 
drilling when the m achinery 
is 
in­ 
st a Heil.

I deutschland arrived at 
the 
m outh of the W eser on August 23 
according 
to 
the 
O verseas 
News 
Agency. 


The agency says that the Deutsch 
land arrived on the afternoon of Au 
gust 23 and anchored before the mouth 
of the river. 
All on board were well. 
T he W eser river flows past the city 
of Bremen into the N orth Sea. 
The D eutschland, a G erm an super- 
subm arine, built for 
carrying 
m er­ 
chandise, arrived at B altim ore from 
Bremen on July 9 w ith a cargo of 
dyestuffs and mails. 
H er arrival was 
hailed in Germ any as the beginning 
of a regular subm arine m erchant aer 
vice betw een the United S tates and 
Germ any, which would be able to defy 
the British blockade. 
It was announc­ 
ed that she would be followed shortly 
by the Bremen, a sister ship. 
T he Deutschland left Baltim ore on 
her return journey on August I with 
a cargo of rubber and metal. 
Captain Koenig, when he left Bal­ 
timore, expressed confidence that he 
would reach home 
in spite of the 
heavy odds he would face when the 
three-mile limit in the A tlantic was 
reached. 
The subm ersible was towed out of 
the slip where she berthed at 5:40 
o ’clock p. rn., August 2. 1916. 
After getting into m idstream 
the 
tow-line of the tug, Thom as M. Tim 
mins, was cast off, and the D eutsch­ 
land proceeded 
down 
the Potomac 
river under her own power. The Tim 
mins went to 
one 
side, 
the coast 
guard cu tter W issahickon to the oth 
er 
and 
the 
harboar 
boat 
Lam in 
brought up the rear to prevent undue 
crowding from 
the 
small 
fleet of 
launches that followed. 
Pleased W ith Reception. 
The tug, Timmins, alone w as con 
voying and but one vessel was fol­ 
lowing a 
new spaper 
dispatch boat. 
W eather conditions at that time were 
favorable. 
Captain Koenig and 
his 
crew 
of 
twenty-seven men put to sea with the 
knowledge that a m an hurried to a 
telephone with a m essage to agents 
of the entente allies that the Deutsch 
land had started. 
They 
knew 
how 
long he had watched at the end of 
a near by pier, day and night, 
but 
the little captain went out of Bait! 
m ore harbor sm iling and weaving his 
cap. His last w*ords 
in 
the harbor 
w ere of praise for America and of his 
treatm en t by Baltim ore custom s au ­ 
thorities. 
To Guy Steele, 
surveyor 
of 
cus­ 
toms, he said: 
“W e cam e here dubious about our 
reception. 
W e go back certain that 
the friendliest of feeling 
exists 
in 
Am erica for Germany’. You have been 
more than courteous, and the fath e r­ 
land will not forget it.” 
Captain Koenig 
knew 
that 
eight 
w arships of the entente allies were 
w aiting for him at the edge of the 
three-m ile limit., spread out in a ra ­ 
dius of five miles. “W e shall have to 
pass unseen within that radius in or­ 
der to escape,” he said. 
“W e shall 
have to m ake that passage under con­ 
ditions not entirely advantageous to 
us. W ere the w ater at that point 150 
feet deep it would 
be 
easier. 
W e 
could 
subm erge 
deeply 
enough 
to 
pass under the w arships.” 
But there was a determ ined look 
on the cap tain ’s face as he expressed 
confidence that he w*ould get through. 
T here were not more than IOO per­ 
sons on the pier when the D eutsch­ 
land went out from behind the screen 
of barges, and beside two new spaper 
dispatch boats there were only four 
launches in the stream . But the spec 
tutors cheered and 
w’aved handker­ 
chiefs in unison 
with 
the cheering 
and waving from the sailors on board 
the interned 
N orth 
German 
Lloyd 
steam er Neckar.
